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Problems Often Caused By Hepatitis
In spite of all precautions, 

infectious hepatitis is a pub­ 
lic health problem of world­ 
wide concern, Dr. K. H. Su- 
Ofcrland, county health offi­ 
cer, reported to the Board 
of Supervisors.

Dr. Sutherland was re­ 
quested to report on steps 
being taken to control hepa­ 
titis in Los Angeles County 
on a motion by the board.

The report pointed out 
that there were 1,105 cases 
of infectious hepatitis in the 
^•isdiction of the Los An- 
gHrs County Health De­ 
partment, which includes 
all of Los Angeles County 
except the City of Los An­ 
geles, Long Beach and Pasa­ 
dena, during the first .10 
months of 1961.

Hepatitis is a particularly 
difficult disease to control 
for several reasons, Dr. Su- 

Indicated.
A person may be a "car­ 

rier" of the disease, but have 
no illness or other symptoms 
and there is no specific la­ 
boratory test that can de­ 
termine if a person ha« this 
kind of infection.

Thus it is possible for an 
apparently healthy indi­ 
vidual to infect others with 
hepatitis. ___ _ ___

NO VACCINE
Also, it has not yet been 

possible to develop an effec­ 
tive vaccine or immunizing 
agent against hepatitis.

Gamma globulin, which is 
available in very limited gup. 
ply, will give passive resist- 
ence against the disease for 
a period of three to eight 
weeks after exposure. It is 
not practical for use on a 
mass scale.

Control measures being 
taken against hepatitis by 
the health department in­ 
clude:

1. Investigation of cases to 
determine the source.

2. Immunization of per­ 
sons who have been in close 
contact with patients with 
gamma globulin.

3. Protection of drinking 
water supplies.

4. Prevention of food con­ 
tamination. Training classes 
are conducted for foodhand- 
lers and inspection of restau­ 
rants and cifes.

5. Special handling of in­ 
fectious hepatitis cases in 
hospitals.

6. Use of disposable need­ 
les and syringes. The Coun­ 
ty Health Department uses 
disposable needles and sy­ 
ringes and Dr. Sutherland

recommends that they be 
used universally in Los An­ 
geles County in all cases in­ 
volving hepatitis.

Dr. Sutherland stated that 
hepatitis can be transmitted 
by tattooing needles arid 
there is no way to effective­ 
ly sterlize the needles.

He pointed out that there 
are no known tatoo palors 
within the juridiction of the 
health department and he 
recommended that none be 
licensed to operate.

RECOMMENDATIONS
Other recommendatiosis in 

the report include:
1. Continued emphasis on 

investigation of reported 
cases and immunization of 
intimate contacts with garn- 
ma globulin.

2. Vigilance to protect 
drinking water supplies.

3. Continuation and ex­ 
pansion of "f o o d h a n d 1 e r 
classes" programs designed 
to instruct foodhandlers in 
the importance of personal 
hygiene and proper food- 
handling techniques.

4. Employment of a public 
health physician whose 
prime responsibility would 
be to work with profession­ 
al staffs of hospitals in main­ 
taining . effective measures
